The union teachers’ strike 
at San Francisco State Col- 
lege has been denounced by 
the powerful California 
Teachers Association (CTA) 
as “a raw power grab by or- 
ganized labor to close the col- 
lege in order to attract mem- 
bership.” 

Jack D. Rees, executive sec- 
retary of the 165,000 member 
CTA, charged that what is go- 
ing on at San Francisco, San 
Jose and other state colleges 

“is the first step in a state- 
wide power grab of the 
schools by the union.” 

The most deplorable aspect 
of the situation, Rees added, 
is that the striking American 
Federation of Teachers (AFL- 
CIO) is working hand-in-hand 
with militant student groups. 

“Of itself, the AFT does not 
have the membership or the 
power to close the schools,” 
Rees declared. “So they are 
using’ the students for a power 
base.” 

Rees pointed out that in the 
state college system, AF'T has 
only 1,400 members out of 
10,000 faculty. The propor- 
tion, he said, is the same at 
San Francisco, with the bulk 
of the membership shared by 
the American Association of 
University Professors, Cali- 
fornia State Employees Asso- 
ciation, and CTA’s California 
College and University Fac- 
ulty Association. 

Rees charged the San Fran- 
cisco Labor Council with in- 
flaming student unrest at San 
Francisco state because it ir- 
responsibly sanctioned the 
AFT teacher strike during a 
student boycott. 

“The California Teachers 
Association calls on organized 
labor to reconsider its ill-ad- 
vised declaration of war on 
California higher education,” 
Rees said, “If our campuses 
can be closed by violent and 
irresponsible faculty minori- 
ties, all young people—includ- 
ing the sons and daughters of 
union members—will be the 
immediate victims. The price 
in the long run will be paid 
by all Californians who can 
ill afford the undermining and 
erosion of their great system 
of public education.” 


Rees charged that at San 
Francisco, San Jose and other 
state colleges, the AFT has 
frantically tried to gain mem- 
bership but has failed. Now 
in frustration or utter desper- 
ation, the small AFT is at- 
tempting to close the schools 
with the aid of students and 
organized labor so it can foist 
its demands on the faculty 
majority.
